Brothers one and all: 



Our Council is off to a roaring start. It's hard to believe that a little more than a year ago, the prospect of a 
Knights of Columbus Council at St Stephen seemed very dim. The Council officers have worked tirelessly 
to put our processes in place and several talented men have come forward to offer their services as Pro- 
gram Chairmen and Event Coordinators. From the bottom of my heart, I want to thank all of you for the hard 
work you have put in thus far. There is a lot of energy being generated in our Council, as many outside ob- 
servers have noted! 

The four principles of our Order are Charity, Unity, Fraternity, and Patriotism. While we need to remember 
all of these principles in our lives, I have chosen to emphasize the principle of Unity in our first year as a 
Council. As many experienced Knights can attest, there are many KofC Councils that have large member- 
ship rosters, but few active members. There are certainly many members whose family or job commitments 
or personal health prevent them from contributing to Council activities.
